Changed Methods of Attack. 


There is no question that the gun is 


master in the gun armor fight. Armor 
has been driven from the complete cover- 
ing of the broadside to narrow belts and 
isolated gun stations, and cow it seems 
that the water line belt is likely to go. 
This latter change is not duo so much to 
increased gun power as to change in the 
composition of the batteries, the introduc- 
tion of high explosives and improvements 
in ship construction tending to lessen the 
danger of sinking if pierced at the water 
line. 


It is not proposed to change materially 


the total weight of armor carried, but the 
weight of water line belt armor is to be dis- 
tributed among the gun stations, loading 
tubes, conning tower, engine hatches, pro- 
tective deck, and in the form of light side 
armor three to six inches thick, to prevent 
shells containing high explosives—nitro- 
glycerine, melinite and similar compounds 
—from penetrating and exploding between 
decks. So far as known at present com- 
paratively thin armor is sufficient to cause 
all the violent explosives to burst before 
penetration.—New York Herald.

MANKIND'S THIRD 
EYE. 


It la Near the Center of the Head and 


I« In Innocuous Deauetmle. 


"There is a kind of lizard found in Vir- 


gi nia and Maryland that has three eyes- 
one of them on the top of his head," said a 
man of science the other day to a representa- 
tive of The Star. "It is generally supposed 
that they are very rare, but, on the con- 
trary, they are quite common. You can 
find plenty of them if you take the trouble 
to look. They are green and about three 
inches long." 


"Are there any other animals in the world 


that have three eyes?" 


"Lots. For example, you yourself have 


a third eye, though it has become rudi- 
mentary through disuse." 


"Where is it?" 
"Just in the middle of your head, as 


nearly as its location can be described off 
hand. Anatomists know it as the 'pineal 
gland,' but it is actually an eye that has 
become rudimentary. Place the tip of your 
finger just above the bridge of your nose 
and on the level with your eyes. Directly 
behind that point about five inches, at the 
base of the brain, is this gland I speak of, 
which the ancients used to imagine was the 
center of consciousness and the seat of the 
soul. Its structure has lost all resemblance 
to that of an eye, but you can find it re- 
taining more of its original development 
in some turtles and other reptiles. With 
them this gland has still, though in the 
middle of the bead, an actual eye socket, 
an optic nerve connecting with the visual 
tract of the brain, and even the pigmentary 
inner coat, the object of which in all eyes 
is to absorb light. There is no retina, bat 
it is an eye for all that. In the case of the 
lizard I mentioned this pineal eye actually 
appears at the top of the head and is useful 
for seeing with. 


"There are quite a number of rudiment- 


ary organs in the human body which have 
become so because nature has no longer 
any use for them. For example, there is 
the 'thyroid gland' in the neck, the only 
usefulness of which seems to be in oroa- 
sloning the disease known as goitre. Peo- 
ple in Savoy and the Tyrol are worst af. 
Blcted with this complaint, It is supposed 
that the water they drink, derived from 
the melting of the glaciers of the Alps, 
causes the hypertrophy of the thyroid 
gland, the result of which Is an enormous 
•welling, so that sometimes the unfortu- 
nate comes to have a baglike appendage 
dangling down as far as the waist. There 
is no known cure for the trouble after it 
has got well started, though the swelling 
may be a trifle reduced by injections into 
its substance. It is a very curious fact 
that If a human being or any other animal 
is deprived of this apparently useless gland 
by cutting it out, there always follows a 
general degeneration of all the tissues of 
the body. 


"Another seemintrly useless organ Is the 


'supra-renal capsule' attached to each oj 


flieluilneys. Its only purpose in almman 
being appears to be to occasion what is 
known as 'Addison's disease,' in cases 
where it gets out of order. In such cases, 
which are happily rare, the skin of the 
body loses its natural color and becomesof 
a muddy brown hue. 
This 'capsule' is 


presumably the remains of what was once 
a secretory organ. 


"Then there is the mysterious 'vermi- 


form appendix' attached to the small in- 
testine. Once in a while an apple seed or 
some such thing gets into it, and causes 
inflammation. Until within the last four I 
or five years such coses were always fatal, 
but now they are usually cured by cutting 
open the stomach and removing the ap- 
pendix. Until very recently operations re- 
quiring the cutting open of the body in 
this way invariably resulted in death, for 
the reason that germs could not be pre- 
vented from getting into the wound and 
creating subsequent inflammation. 
But 


the bacteriologists have taught, through 
their researches, how such germs may be 
killed by spraying with antiseptic solu- 
tions. The vermiform appendix has con- 
siderable usefulness among the lower ani- 
mals. With the cow and other beasts that 
chew the cud it is a large sac attached to 
the stomach, and is utilized as a storage 
reservoir for food that is not needed for 
immediate consumption." —Washington 
Star. 


Stopping a Park Runaway. 


A few days ago a young man who was 


riding in the park fell in the way of a 
heroic deed. This is the way it happened. 
As he was riding easily along there sud- 
denly dashed out of an equestian path near 
him a young woman, whose horse was go- 
ing at the top of his speed. Behind her 
came a policeman in mad pursuit. But her 
horse was faster than his and his efforts 
to catch her were unavailing. Here was a 
genuine case of runaway and no mistake. 
So the young man, who was mounted on 
an animal that he knew could catch any 
that a young woman was likely to ride, 
put his spurs to his horse's side aud dashed 
after her. Her horse was a good one and 
the chase was hot; the policeman had long 
ago been distanced and was out of sight. 


At last the young man reached her side. 


He threw his horse across her path and 
cautrlit the bridle in his hand. Then, as-he. 
panted and waited for thanks, the young 
woman drew herself up and said coolly: 
"Dou't give yourself the least uneasiness, 
sir; my horse was not running away with 
me.

He compelled them to shave for a 
sufficient reason, viz., lest the "outside 
barbarians" of Asia should seize them by 
tbeir beards, and so capture them. If the 
emperor of China had been equally wise 
he would have docked the long tails of his 
soldiery before he sent them out to flght 
French and English. Hundreds of the 
Celestials were caught by their queues 
when running away and dragged as prison- 
em into the camD of the allies.—New York 
Ledger.

Marionettes, says a sanguine inventor,

T^a clown, th*» r-aluuibiiiG and all the 
figures representing anmmls will now 
caper about on their own hook. 


Worn out visiting cards, injitclisticks, 


these are the very simple materials with 
which people who aru hmd of a little non- 
sense now and then can fashion all the 
figures represented by these designs, which 
can at any time be set in motion like me- 
chanical toys. 


Take, for instance, a clown. First draw 


and paint the figure on the back of a card 
—the body and head first, then the two 
legs and arms; carefully cut out these 
five pieces, place the body on a table, and 
above it the legs and arms in a position of 
rest. 


Now these limbs must be joined, and 


this is how it ia Co be done. Take, for in- 
stance, an arm, mark with a pencil at the 
shoulder end of the arm the exact spot 
forming the axis of rotation; pierce a hole 
with a pin at this point and put it through 
the shoulder in the body. Bend a match- 
stick at the center as much as possible 
without breaking and drop a little melted 
sealing wax, joining the two ligaments to 
the arm and body respectively, making 
the part forming the joinc in contact 
with the pin. Do the same for the other 
iiuixm, lemove" tne lour pius ana LHP HKUIO 
is complete. Now we have to give it life. 


All that has to be done for this, is to 


place the side of the figure on which are 
the matches in a plate containing a thin 
layer, so to say, of water. The bent fibers 
of wood which have not been broken will 
swell by means of the moisture absorbed 
and will try to regain their rectilineal po- 
sition. The figure will then make a series 
of abrupt movements whicli are very amus- 
ing. The legs and arms will move apart as 
those do which are moved by a string. Be 
careful to use only large, common match- 
sticks. The Swedish ones are impregnated 
with parafflne and would not move as re- 
quired. 


Each one can perfect the mode of fashion- 


ing these figures as he likes best. A ballet 
girl who can lift her foot to her forehead, 
and a rooster that can move its legs about, 
are pretty easy to make. A horse with 
twelve different joints is a bit too difficult 
for an amateur. For the horse each leg is 
composed of three different portions. 


Instead of placing the figure on a plate 


we can put a drop of water on each joint 
with the finger or with a paint brush and 
the effect will be the same.—New York 
Herald. 


Queer Facts About Beavera. 


James Sherman, of Clifton, was telling 


recently some queer things about beaver 
and beaver trapping. The animal, he says, 
has the most acute sense of smell of any 
animal that exists. In setting the traps 
you most wait till low water, in order to 
have the tide when it comes in obliterate 
all traces of your presence. When a beaver 
Is caught in a trap the other beavers at 
once enable him to make good his escape 
by seizing him by the tail and hauling him 
away until they release him, often leaving 
the limb in the trap as an evidence of the 
struggle that ensued. He caught a beaver 
once on Puget Island, and says that it had 
only two toes on a hind foot, the other 
three legs being amputated as close to the 
body as if the limbs had never existed. 


Mr. Sherman says there is one faculty 


the beaver possesses that would be a prof- 
itable and interesting study for scientific 
men, ruid that is the power of making ob- 
jects adhere to the bottom of a stream 
without any apparent means of securing 
them. The beaver lives mostly on wood, 
which It cuts and deposits on the bottom, 
where It remains, contrary to the natural 
laws, which would in ordinary cases cause 
the wood to rise to the surface. How this 
is accomplished it is difficult to decide, but 
it is nevertheless a fact, as Mr. Sherman 
assures us that he tried it time and time 
again. Beaver trapping pays well where 
any considerable number can be caught, 
the average price of the furs being from 
$3.50 to $5 per pound.—Cathlamet Gazette.

When They Arc Slaking Medicine—-Cut- 
toina Recalling Some Old IMhlc Storlut. 
How They Got Their Name, 


The fact that Pitting Bull was what is 


called a "medicine man" has lieen stated 
in all the notices of his death, but it is a 
question whether one in seven of (•astern 
people know precisely wlmtaraediciiienmn 
is. To one who does know, nothing is more 
amusing than to rend the accounts of carlj 
travelers in the Indian country when the) 
come to treat of the making of medicine 
and the other doings of medicine men, 
Even Capt. Butler, V. K. G. S., and Lewlt 
and Clarke were very shaky when they 
came to this subiect. 
Every tribe had, and still has, manj 


medicine men, some of whom are chiefs, nil 
of whom are very important personages. 
Nearly all tlmt the writer ever saw hav€ 
been old men m' men past the middle age, 
but that is a mere accident, for a man may 
be made a medicine man while he is young. 
No one can vibit any Indians at any festi- 
val time or time of general excitement 
from any cause without seeing the medi 
eino man figuring very conspicuously in 
whatever is going on. 


Sometimes they are merely beating 


drums, or perhaps they are only crooning, 
while a dance or feast is in progress. At 
other times they appear in tiie mo&t gro- 
tesque costumes, painted all over, hung 
with feathers and nails and claws, and car 
rying some wand or staff, gorgeous with 
color and smothered with Indian finery. 


HOW THE TERM WAS Al'l'LIED. 


The terra "medicine" is a white man's 


expression which the Indians have adopted. 
It was applied to the priests of the tribes— 
for that is what they really are—because 
the first white men often found them mak- 
ing their incantations at the side of the 
sick, the wounded or the dying. In reality 
they were exorcising the evil spirits of dis- 
ease or death, but the white travelers, nee- 
Inft them l»l tKo pvoconon **t «1.0 «l..lr, r,l + 
two and two together and called them 
medicine men. The term is two centuries 
old, and the Indiana have so fully adopted 
it that when one of these officials is at his 
offices they say he is "making medicine." 


The medicine man is a conjurer, a magi- 


cian, a dealer in magic, ami an intermediary 
between tho men of t,h>s world and the 
spirits of the other. ICe may know some- 
thing of the rude pharmacopoeia of his 
fellows, and may prescribe certain leave? 
or roots to allay fever, to arrest a cold, 01 
to heal a wound. That is not his business, 
however, and such prescriptions are more 
apt to be offered by tho squaws or by any 
member of the patient'H family. 


The medicine man's work conies in when 


medicine faiN, and it is pursued until death 
is seen to be certain, when—among mostof 
the tribes—the sick or wounded man is 
abandoned to meet his fate. Far from 
thinking the only good Indian is a dead 
one, the Indians themselves have little re- 
gard for one who is half dead or seems cer- 
tain to die. 


A WElim BIGHT. 


No more weird sight is to be seen on the 


face of this continent than a view of such 
a yroup or medial no mim HL wurlc to nave u 
life. Seen at night the effect is awesome. 
They sit in a circle, broken only by the 
body of the invalid stretched on a blanket, 
at the head of the tent opposite the door or 
tent opening. The wavering light is from 
a candle stuck ingeniously in a loop of 
birch bark, fastened tight in a slit in the 
end of a stick that lias been thrust in the 
earth. The medicine men are painted iu 
their own colors, green and yellow predom- 
inating. They are in full regalia, but their 
hair falls over their hideous faces as they 
bend forward to swing to aud fro or to beat 
their drums. 


All are singing. Often they sing only 


the tunes of ancient songs, the words be- 
ing forgotten or having grown tiresome. 
Now and then one leaps to his feet, waving 
his befeathered rattle arid yelling louder 
than the others. He sings the words that 
occur to him us suiting the cuse. He has 
on no clothing but moccasins and a breech 
clout,or "gee .striiiK,"as they call that gar- 
ment on the plains. 


His thin, bony, bare red legs have the 


effect of their nakedness increased by the 
jumping, dangling tail of feathers that 
flutters down from his head and mixes its 
^vil/ira j«ji»K t4\a ftuint <jf t>i|uui *tn Ilia fiMuh 
His dancing is rather more like pounding 
something beneath him than like what we 
coll dancing. He lifts his feet by bending 
his knees; lifts them and thumps them 
down monotonously, though lie turns his 
body first to one side and then to the 
other. When the dancer tired and fell 
back in his place in the circle, the spirit 
moved another to take his place. 


QUEER KESEMBLAN'O'ES. 


The queer resemblances between the In- 


dians aud those Hebrew bands of whose 
history the Old Testament is a record have 
often Ixen pointed out, but the writer has 
never seen attention called to the similar- 
ity of certain of the Hebrew incidents to 
the common practices of Indian medicine 


j men. In their early history the Hebrew 


leaders were continually holding converse 
with the Almighty. They went apart from 
their followers up in mountains or in se- 
cret places and talked with Jehovah. That 
is precisely what the medicine men do to- 
day, or pretend to do. Every man who 
knows the Indians knows that during all 
the Messiah craze the medicine men of the 
various tribes with great formality pre- 
pared to talk with Gitche-Manitou or what- 
ever they happen to call the Good Spirit. 


In some tribes they built little wlck-i-ups 


of saplings and leaves, and went into them 
and held conversations that were audible, 
though not intelligible to tiie red men listen- 
ing outside. The savages heard the medi- 
cine man's voice and then heard the voice 
of some other person replying to him in a 
jargon they could not unravel. In other 
tribes the medicine men merely reported 
having held such conversations precisely 
as the Israelitish leaders did. It is not for 
us to say that the grounds for such reports 
of the words of the Almighty were as 
slight in one case as the other, but it is 
true that the Indians liive believed that 
their priests have reallj believed such con- 
versations took place. 


Those who followed Sitting Bull's his- 


tory know that his trib«? was long divided 
as to his power. One oontin^tnt held that 
his "medicine" was no good, by which they 
meant that if he ever had genuine power 
to converse with spirits that power left 
biro, Tills often happens. Medicine- men 
have their day and tlielr decline, and he is 
a very sagacious Indian who can keep up 
faith iu his ministrations for many years 
at a time or until he dies.—New York Sun.

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SECRETARY NOBLE OPPOSES 


THE TRANSFER OF THE IN- 


DIANS TO MILITARY 


AGENTS. 


Secretary Noble was questioned the 


other day as to what action had been 
taken 
on the recommendation 
of 


General Miles that Indian Agents Mc- 
laughlin and Roycr, of the South 
Dakota agencies, be relieved 
from 


further duty and that their place* be 
filled by military officers. 
The Sec- 


retary said that the subject had not 
been mentioned to him by any one 
with authority in the matter. 
It is 


believed, however, that should Gene- 
ral Miles' recommendation be sub- 
mitted to him by the President for his. 
views, the Secretary would strongly 
oppose the 
transfer. 
The 
agents 


sought to be relieved arc regarded as 
competent officials, and any attempt 
to substitute a military for a civil 
supervision of the Sioux would un- 
doubtedly be met with vigorous op- 
position by the Interior Department 
officials. 
The Secretary spoke with 


some earnestness of the reports that 
have been in circulation recently that 
the Indians were in a starving condi- 
tion and 
that the |>cnding trouble 


grew out of the fact that the Govern- 
ment had not kept its agreement with 
the Sioux, but, on the contrary, had 
already begun to cut down the radons 
suDDlied to them in violation of all 
treaty obligations. 


The 
Secretary denounced 
these 


statements as unqualifiedly false. 
The 


story of starvation among the Sioux 
was a pure fabrication. 
For ten long 


years the government, in fulfillment of 
its treaty obligations, had been feeding 
the Sioux in idleness. 
Some of them, 


however, were thrifty farmers and good 
citizens, but a large proportion were 
a thriftless and indolent set, perfectly 
willing to spend their time in idleness 
and in finding fault with the Govern- 
ment on every conceivable pretext. 
The treaty of 1877, the Secretary s lid, 
obligated the Government to furnish 
them with a certain amount of food, 
clothing, implements, horses, cattle, 
etc., etc., until they should become 
self-supporting. 
After ten years had 


elapsed, during which time the Gov- 
ernment had spent millions of dollars 
with a view to placing the Indians on 
a self-supporting basis, members of 
Congress, very properly, began to in- 
quire whether it was the purpose of 
the Government to continue indefi- 
nitely and forever this policy of feed- 
ing Indians who persisted in living in 
idleness. 


They thought it was about time to 


test theirability to support themsehes, 
and so the appropriation was reduced 
by $100,000, not a very large amount 
when compared with the vast sum 
which the usual appropriation called 
for. 
Thereupon the Indian immedi- 


ately began to complain, but made no 
effort toward 
feeding himself. 
He 


occupied'a vast territory containing 
thousands of acres of productive land. 
He 
was supplied 
with everything 


necessary to improve it and raise good 
crops, but he preferred to do nothing 
aud let the Government continue to 
put his food in his mouth. 
It was 


time, the Secretary thought, that these 
people should 
be compelled to do 


something, and he had lost patience 
with those who upheld the Indians in 
their idleness. 
He sincerely regretted 


that the recent action of the military 
had resulted in bloodshed, and he 
congratulated himself that his depart- 
ment was in nosense responsible for it. 


A PRISONER IN A TOMB. 


HE TRIED 
TO 


ELS FROM A 


STEAL THE JEW- 
DEAD DUCHESS. 


B« Thought That All th« Ornament* That 


Adorned the Corpue •> It lay In State 
Were Hurled with the Body—He Broke 
Into tho Tomb and Fell luto a Trap. 
Only a few weeks after her return from 


Brussels, where ghe had seen her fun, re- 
cently crowned king of the Belgians, did 
the UucbeHS Augusta of Sacbaen-CoburK 
die, in her seventy-sixth year, Nov. Ifl, 1831. 
The admiration and love this admira- 
ble princess had Inxpired drew crowds to 
visit the body, n» it lay in xtate in the resi- 
dence at Coburg, prior to the funeral, 
which took pliice on tbe 19th, before day- 
break, by the light of torches. Tlie funeral 
was attended by men and women of all 
classes, eager to express their attachment 
to the deceased and respect for tbe family. 


A great deal was said and fabled con 


cerning this funeral. It was told and be- 
lieved tbat the dowager duchess had been 
laid in tbe family vault odorued with her 
diamond rings and richest necklaces. She 
was the mother of kings, and the vulgar 
believed that every royal and princely 
house with which she was allied had con- 
tributed some jewel toward the decoration 
of her body. 


Among those who were present at the 


funeral of the Duchess Augusta was a 
Bavarian named Andreas Stubenrauch, an 
artisan tbeu at Coburg. He was the son 
of an armorer, followed bis father's pro- 
fession, and bad settled at Cobu rg. Stuben- 
raucb had been one of tbe crowd that had 
paused by tlie bed on which tho duchess 
lay in atatf*. and had cast covetous eyes at 
the jewelry with which the body was 
adorned. 


He had also attended the funeral, and 


had come to the conclusion that tbe duch- 
ess was buried with all the precious arti- 
cles he bod noticed about her as exposed to 
view before the burial, and with a great 
deal more, which popular gossip asserted 
to have been laid in U.e coffin with her. 
The thought of all this waste of wealth 
clung to his mind, and Stubctirauch re- 
solved to enter tho mausoleum aud rob tho 
body. 


DlillAKIKO INTO A TOMB. 


The position of the vault, fur removed and 


concealed from the palace, suited his plans, 
and he made little account of locks and 
bars, which were likely to prove small liin- 
deranccs to an accomplished locksmith. 


To carry bis plun iisto execution he re- 


solved on choosing the night of Aug. 18- 
19, 1832. On this evening bo sat drtukmg 
In alow tavefu till 10 o'clock, when he left, 
returned to his lodgings, where ho collected 
tbo tools ho believed bo would require, a 
candle and Hint and steel, and then betook 
himself to tne mausoleum. Tbe tomb was 
closed by an iron gate formed of strong 
bars eight feet high, radiating from a cen- 
ter in a sort of semicircle and armed with 
Kharn Rnikes. 


JIo found it impossible to open the lock, 


and bo was therefore obliged to climb over 
the gate, regardless of tho danger of tear- 
ing himself on the bnrba. Here he found 
a double stout oaken door in the floor that 
gave access to tho vault. The two valves 
were so closely dovetailed into one another 
and fitted so exactly that ho found the 
utmost difficulty in getting a tool between 
them. He tried his false keys in vain on 
the lock, and for a long time bis efforts to 
prise the lock open with a lever were equal- 
ly futile. At length by means of a wedge 
ho succeeded in breaking away through 
the junction of the doors into which be 
could insert a bar, and then he heaved at 
one valve with all his might, throwing his 
weight on the lever. 


It took him fully an hour before be could 


break open the door. Midnight struck as 
the valve, gratiiignn its hinges, was thrown 
back. Then, leaning over tbe opening, 
holding a pole in both hands, ho endeav- 
ored to feel the depth of the vault. In so 
doing he lost his balance and tbo weight of 
tho polo dragged him down, und ho fell be- 
tween two Collins some twelve feet below 
the floor of the upper chamber. There he 


stunned by his fall 
When lie c:imo to 


himself ho silt up, felt about with his hands 
to ascertain where be \vus, und considered 
what next should be doue

Stubenrauch was not tho man to feel 


either respect for tlie dead or fear ol aught 
supernatural. With both hands he sus- 
tained the heavy lid of the coffin us he 
peered in, and tho necessity for using both 
to support tbe weight prevented his pro- 
fane hand from being laid on the remains ' 
of an august and pious princess. Stuben 
ranch did indeed try more than once k 
sustain the lid with one hand that ho 
might grope with tbe other for tbo treas 
ures he fancied must be concealed tliere 
but the moment he removed one hand th 
lid crashed down. 


Disappointed in his expectation?, Stu 


benrauch now replaced the cover aud be- 
gan to consider how he might escape. Bui 
now, 
and now only, did h« discover that i] 


was not possible for him to get out of the 
vault into which he had fallen. Tbo pole 
on which he had placed his confidence was 
too short to reach the opening above. 
Every effort made by Stubcurauch to 


Cool and the quantity wasteiTbyThe con- 
tinuous firing required to force the train 
up the steep gradients.

pended, was not finished for want of funds, 
and the portion of it that was completed 
has never paid. The original idea was to 
carry the line to La Oroya, in the tran&an- 
dine province of Juniu, and the survey and 
much of the earthwork and tunnels were 
executed before the money gave out in 
1873. 
The summit tunnel through tha 


Paso de Galera, between 1,100 and 1,200 
meters long, is open, and from tbe plains 
it appears to be an interesting piece of 
work, being on a vertical curve, with 3)4 
per cent, gradients on the Pacific slope of 
the Cordillera, and just enough for drain- 
age on the Atlantic slope, where the line 
runs for <iJ4 kilometers with gradients of 
from 2 to 4 per cent., and then for the rest 
of the distance to La Oroya, 43 kilometers 
over easy ground. 


The summit tunnel of the Paso de Gal- 


era is the fifty-eighth from Lima; it is dis- 
tant from Culluo by the rails 104 miles, 
and stands at a height of 4,814 meters, or 
15,700 feet above the level of the sea, thus 
maklug the Oraya fchc highest of all the 
projected transundiue railways.—Theodore 
Child in Harper's. 


English Conservatism. 


The careful and conservative spirit which 


characterizes bo much of the work done in 
England is shown in connection with the 
recent splendid piece of work, the City and 
South London railway. While many of 
the details of the line are carried out with 
the perfection of modern electrical skill, 
there are some points in connection with it 
which are so much behind modern prog 
ress as to appear in a measure inconsistem 
with the enterprise which characterizes 
the rest of the work. It appears that th' 
elevators leading to the underground sta 
turns are operated by hydraulic power 
There is a good deal of dissatisfaction tha 
electricity has not been used for this pur 
pose. Nothing could be better adapted fo 
working lifts than motors, and the saving 
in expense would have been considerable. 


Unless the elevators arc balanced there 


is a plunger volume of high pressure wate 
wasted every timo each hoist is used 
whereas if the motors were employed thi 
generator would need supply little more 
than the power wasted in general friction 
Another fact which has been freely eriti 
cibed is the use of an air brake where elec 
trie power is available. It has been urgec 
that the block system arrangements, ant 
the cut oft of the supply from a moving 
train in case of necessity, are objections t( 
its use. 


If these are obstacles they can be easily 


overcome, and the special leads which sup- 
ply the carriage lamps could supply the 
motive power for the brakes. It is arguec 
that this combination in the same plant ol 
hydraulic distribution, compressed air anc 
electric traction is a somewhat anomalous 
one.—New York Commercial Advertiser.

was the fabled we.alth of the Indies. There 
are a thouwind Americans worth $1,000,000 
or more. There are at least five Amer- 
icans richer than Crcesus of song and story 


The wealth of the Duke of Westminster, 


whos-e fortune is the greatest in Europe, is 
at a careful estimate £10,000,000, or $50,000,- 
000, and it is the accumulation of a long 
ancestry. Most of the American fortunes 
are the accumulation of s single genera- 
tion. 


The aggregate wealth of the Rothschilds 


reaches nearly $1,000,000,000, but it is dis- 
tributed among so tunny that no individual 
Rothschild is worth over $40,000,000. The 
Vanderbilt family wealth foots up nearly 
$250,000,000 and is held in comparatively 
few hands. There are scores o£ Americans 
who are richer than any ruling monarch 
of the eastern hemisphere.

His 
way bills called for forty-seven cars, and 
he remembered starting out with the iden- 
tical car which was missing. No cor had 
been switched, and the affair was mysfrerir 
ous. I suspended the conductor and hi* 
crew, and telegraphed tq every agent on 
the line to trace the ear. 


»'Twp days later I received a reply from 


an agent near (he worst purve. He had 
found the car lying in the ditch by the 
track. In running o?er the bad track at" 
Inch speed the train had broken in two 
and the missing oar bad jumper] the track 
and rolled down the embankment. Then 
the rear section had overtaken the first sec- 
tion and bumped into it with j »st jar enough 
to force in place a coupling pin which bad 
remained up when the train bruke, The 
train was then coupled again, and tbe car 
was never missed until the train was 
checked up at the rec^Ting station."— 
Chicago Herald.

Poison Proof Animals. 


Neither differences of organization In 


animals nor in the constitution of the 
poisonous substance generally afford any 
cfew for interpreting an exceptional want of 
effect. Unaccountable is the immunity of 
rabbits against belladonna leaves (Atropa 
belladonna, deadly nightshade). You may 
feed them with belladonna for weeks with- 
out observing the least toxic symptoms. 
Tlie meat of such animals, however, proves 
poisonous to any one who eats it, produc- 
fm; the same symptoms as the plant. 


1 'i'jeona and various other herbivora are 


alto to some degree safe from the effects of 
this poison, while in warm blooded caruiv- 
ora it causes paralysis and asphyxia. In 
frogs the effect is a different one, consist- 
ing of spasms. The meat of goats which 
had fed on hemlock has sometimes occa- 
sioned poisonous effects. 
Chickens are 


nearly hardy against nux vomica and the 
extremely dangerous alkaloid, strychnine, 
contained In it, while In the smallest 
amount it is a fatal poison to rodents. 


More remarkable yet in this respect Is 


th« immunity of Choloepus Hoffmann!, a 
kind of sloth living on the island of Cey- 
lon, which, when given ten grains of 
strychnine, was not much affected. Pig- 
eons a» possessed ot high immunity from 
morphine, the chief alkaloid of opium, as 
well as from belladonna. Eight grains 
were required to kill a pigeon, not much 
less than I he mortal dose for a man. Cats 
are extremely sensitive to foxglove (Digi- 
tals purparea), which on the contrary 
may be given to rabbits and various birds 
in pretty large doses.— W. Bernhardt in 
Popular Science.
